of which that-of not having Taxes impofed on them without 
their own confent was one. * Mr. Palmer and his Brethren Op» 


preffors will readily reply, Their Charter was condemned. But’ 


he cannot think, that the Judgment againft their Charter made 
them ceafe to be Englifhmen. And only the Colony. of the 
Maffachuferts had_ their. Charter. condemned. And yet thefe 


Men ventured to Levy Moneys on the Kings Subjects in Co 
netticott Colony. For the which Javafion of Liberty and Property 
they can never anfwer. Indeed they fay the Corporation of 
Connetticott furrendred their Charter. But who told them fo? 
_ It. is certain, that no one belonging to the Government there;

“phat -execllent Avtorney (not like Captain Palmer but like an’ 
Englifhman J told the then King, That he could no more Grant. 
a Conmiffionto Levy Money.on his Subjetis there without their con- 
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knoweth of any fuch thing; and how their Oppreffors fhould ~ 
know: that Conneéticort made a Surrender of their Charter when. 
the Perfons concerned know nothing of it, is very ftrange.. 
We can produce that written by the Secretary of that Colony 
with his own Hand, and alfo Signed by the prefent Governour 
there, which declares the contrary to what thefe Men (as un- 
truly as boldly) affirm. Witnefs the words following. 

“In the Second year of the Reign of King Sames the Second,. 
“we had a Quo Warranto ferved upon us by Edward Randolph, 
‘ requiring our appearance before His Majefties Courts in Eng- 
© Jand, anid although the time of our appearance was elapfed be- 
“fore the ferving of the faid Quo Warranto, yet we humbly pe- 
“ titioned His Majefty for his Favour, and the continuance of 
© our Charter with the Priviledges thereof. But we. received 
“no other favour but a fecond Quo Warranto, and we well ob- 
“ ferving that the Charter of London and other confiderable Ci- 
‘ties in England were condemned, andthat the Charter of the 
© Maffachuferts had undergone the like Fate, plainly faw what 
“we might expect, yet we not judging it good or lawful to be abtive 
¢ in furrendring what had coft us fo dear, nor to be altogether fi- 
“lent, we empowered an Attorney to appear on our behalf, 
¢ and-to prefent our Humble Addrefs. to His Majefly, but quick- 
“ly upon it asSir E. A. informed uw, he-was empowered by His - 
© Majefty to Receive the Surrender of our Charter, if we faw 
‘meet fo todo, and us alfo to take under his Government. 
* Alfo Colonel Thomas Dungan His Majefties Governour of Wew-. 
“ork, Jaboured to gain us over to his Government. We with-. 
“ Rood all thefe motions, and in our reiterated Addrefles, we Peti- 
“tioned His Maijefty to continue us in the free and full enjoy- 
‘ment of our Liberties and Properties, Civil and Sacred, ac- 
© cording to our Charter. Wealfo Petitioned that if His Ma- 
“iefty fhould not fee meet to continue us as we were, but was 
¢ refolved to annex us to fomeother Government 5. we then de- 
‘ Gred that in as much as Boffow had been our old Correfpon- 
“dents, anda people whofe Principles and Manners we had 
“been acquainted with, we might rather be annexed to Sir- 
‘z. A, his Government, than to Colonel Dungaas, which. 
* choice of outs was taken for a-refignation of our Charter, though 
“shar. was never intended by us for fuch, nor-had it the Formalities. 
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“in Law to make it fuch, Yet Sir E. 4. was Commiffionated to 

_ * take us under his Government, purfuant to which about the 
* end of Ofober 1687. he with a Company of Gentlemen and Gri- 
“ nadeers to the number of Sixty or upwards came to Hartford 
* the Chief Seat of thisGovernment, caufed his Commifiion to be 
‘read, and declared our Government tobe diffolved, and put into 
* Commiflion both Civil and Military Officers throughout our 
* Colony ashe pleafed. When he paffed through the principal 
‘parts thereof, the good people of the Colony though they 
‘were under a great fenfe of the injuries fuftained thereby, yet 
‘ chofe rather to be filent and patient thanto oppofe, being in- 
° deed furprized into az involuntary fubmiffion to an Arbitrary
